gress to appropriate $3,865,000,000 
for foreign aid. He warned that 
any substantial reduction in his re- 
quest in view of present world con 
ditions would be "foolhardy." 


The chief executive's request was 


about 535 million dollars less than 
he estimated in his January bud- 
get message would be needed fir 
the program.
